The O.P.A. regulations MPR 471 of Sept. 238, 
1943, brought under price control, Alfalfa, Red 
Clover, Mammoth Clover, Alsike Clover, Sweet 
Clover and Timothy. Ceilings were established 
for the farmer producer, the country dealer, the 
processor, wholesaler and retailer. The growers 
of these legumes obtained much higher prices 
for the 1944 crop. 

We are pricing our cane under the regular re- 
tail ceiling prices. After you pay the freight you 
still save money. On many lots $1.50 to $3.00 
per bushel. Our direct buying of carloads in 
producing districts permits us to undersell many 
retailers. Get in your order early. 


Avoid transportation delay by buying 
early. Help keep’“em rolling.

Dear Friend: A year ago about this time we mailed out our “EHcon- 
omy Seed Special” like this booklet. There was such a great response 
from customers, I decided to make an early winter mailing again 
this year. Many of our regular customers like to secure their seeds 
early. ‘ 

We are still under O.P.A, regulations which cover the 5 major 
items. A shortage still exists on some seeds, especially Alfalfa and 
Alsike. The alfalfa situation is really serious. Farmers will not be 
able to get alfalfa of certain northern origins. Many seedsmen are 
looking for Alsike Clover, as they do not have enough for their re- 
quirements. Red Clover and Sweet Clover crops were about the same 
as 1943, so there will not be a surplus. 

Your local dealer is allowed to charge you the ceiling price, plus 
the freight he had to pay. I am pricing our seeds so that after you 
pay the freight, they are in most cases lower than your local dealer’s 
prices. Friends, I suggest early buying again this year. I appreciate 
the confidence of our customers during the past 22 years.

This strain of Lespedeza can be grown farther north with better success 
than the regular Korean. It matures quite a bit earlier, Being earlier, it has 
a better chance to mature seed and reseed itself and provide a cash seed crop. 
Harly Giant Korean is an annual and if sown fairly early in the spring will 
mature seed in the fall. Mr. Miner of Christian County, Illinois, (in the central 
part of the state) is one of the pioneer growers of this early Korean in the 
state of Illinois. Mr. Miner reported this early strain made a growth of two 
feet during a dry summer. He claims it has yielded as much as 900 lbs. of 
good seed per acre.

Can be sown broadcast or drilled. Sow on a good firm seed bed. Do not 
cover seed much. A very light covering is the best. You can sow seed on 
top of ground where you have a fall grain crop. After sowing, roll the land. 
When sown with spring grains roll the ground. Sow about 12 Ibs. per acre. 
For a seed crop some sow about 4 lbs. per acre, in rows and cultivate it, It 
may be sown in early spring in old worn out pasture, using 6 to 8 lbs. per 
acre.

Sericea Lespedeza 


A Tall Grower—A Perennial 


This type grows much taller than 
Korean. Is very leafy. Grows without 
lime. Is drought resistant. High feed- 
ing value. Is better for hay. Has lived 
over winters in latitude of the southern 
part of Wisconsin. and Michigan. 

Sericea grows slowly the first year, 
sending up a single stem. It throws out 
more stems from the crown each year. 
The strong tap root of Sericea pene- 
trates the stiffest soils. It branches out 
and loosens the heaviest soils. 

Sow only scarified seed. Does not 
-stand as much frost as Korean. Sow 
late in the spring, about April 10th to 
20th if weather and soil conditions are 
satisfactory. Sow about 8 or 10 lbs. per 
acre. Sow on solid seed bed. Just bare- 
ly cover the seed. Good plan to sow 
and just use roller See page 12 in our 
Star Bargain Catalog for further infor- 
mation.
